Note: in tlie replay filed on May 22, 2009, with tlie response to the Restriction 
requirement, the applicant elected the invention of Group I, claims 30, 32-38, and 40-42. 
However, the applicant did not clearly state whether the election was made with or 
without traverse. The examiner called but could not reach the applicant to clarify the 
type of election made. As a result, to expedite the prosecution of the application, the 
examiner took the position that the election was made without traverse (see page 2 of 
the Office Action mailed on November 4, 2009). 

In the amendment filed on March 2, 2010, the applicant amended withdrawn 
claims 43-52 of the non-elected invention in Group II. The applicant further requested a 
rejoinder of the withdrawn claims. This is an indication that the applicant's election of 
the invention of Group I was intended to be made with traverse. 

Hence, this application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of 
claims 43-52 directed to an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on May 
22, 2009. Applicant is required to cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate 
action (37 CFR 1.144).
